63.(Currently Amended) A method of coating, wherein a thermoplastic 
material, which has been thermally made flowable. is provided in the form of a 
substantially continuous non porous film without contact of the film with a substrate and 
said film is then coated o nto a nonporous substrate, said coating having a complex 
viscosity of less than about 500 poise at about 1000 radians/sec at the coating 
temperature.

66.(Currently Amended) The method of claim 10, A method of coatin g 
wherein a thermoplastic mate rial, which has been thermally made flowable. is p rovided 
in the form of a substantially continuous nonporous film without contact of the film with 
a substrate and said fil m is then coated onto a nonporous substrate, said coating having a 
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complex viscosity of less than about 50 0 poise at about 1000 radians/sec at the coating 
temperature, said method further comprising 

nipping said coated substrate and 

contacting the coating of said nipped substrate with a second substrate. 



74.(Currently Amended) A method of coating comp rising: 

releasing a hot melt adhesi ve composition that has been thermally made 
flpwable from a coating device in the fonn of a continuous film without contact 
between said coating dev ice and a substrate, said hot melt adhesive comp osition 
comprising thermoplastic polvmer and tackifving resin: 

contacting a su bstantially nonporous substrate with said continuous film to 
fonn a coated substrate; and ^ h e m e thod nf nl . nim fift rnmpW^rr 

simultaneously 

contacting said substrate with said continuous film, and 
nipping said continuous film and said substrate between a first 

roller and a second roller. 
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
